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ANIfUAL REPORT OP THE BOARD OF MANAGERS OF THE 
NATIONAL HOME FOR DISABLED VOLUN lEER SOLDIERS 
FOR THE FISCAL YEAR ENDING JUNE 30, 1885. 

To the honorable the Senate and Houne of Representatives of the United 
States in Congress assembled: 

The Board of Managers of the National Home for Disabled Volunt^ier 
Soldiers makes the following report of tlie institution for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1885, in obedience to the law : 

During the year two vacancies occurred in the Board, caused by the 
expiration of the terms of office on March 4, 18S5, of Chester A. Arthur, 
President of the United States, and Robert T. Lincoln, Secretary of 
War. The vacancies were filled by Grover Cleveland, Prt^sident of the 
United States, and William U. Endicott, Secretary ot War. 

During the year the Board has performed its usual duties under the 
organic law. The increase in the membershi[> of the Home has been 
constant, and, for reasons referred to hereafter, the pen^entage of in- 
crease has been greater than it has been for many years. 

Some of the members have been housed during the suinmer and au- 
tumn months in temporary shelters, but all are now in comfortable 
quarters. The Board has procured the materials for clothing and bed- 
ding by contract, and the clothes and bedding have been made by days' 
labor at the Homes, except shoes and caps. The members have been 
well clothed, housed, and fed, and no complaints have come to the no- 
tice of the Board. 

The usual inspections have been made, and in the opinion of the 
Board the operations of the Home have been economically and hu- 
manely conducted. 

The accounts of thi general treasurer of the Home and those of the 
treasurers of the branches have been regularly examined and audited. 

The average number present during the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1885, was 8,050, against 7,194 for the preceding year, showing an increase 
of 11.90 per cent. The increase for the fiscal year 1883-'84 was 7.99 per 
cent., and that for the fiscal year 1882-'83 was 7.22 per cent. 

The members present for each ten days from June 30 to December 
31, 1885, are given ih the table marked H, appended to this report. It 
will be seen that the increase of membership still goes on. The eftect 
of the law of July 5, 1884, which opened the Home to all disabled sol- 
diers and sailors of the wars since that of 1812, without reference to the 
cause of disability, has been to largely increase the number of admis- 
sions, and to still more largely increase the number of applications for 
admission. This latter number has been increased also by the difficulty 
that men who have parsed several years in the service find in obtaining 
employment, due to the low state of business during the past year. It 
is hard to make men understand who cannot get work, and who have 
nothing to live upon, that poverty and inability to get work do not make 
them eligible to the Home, and that physical disability is an absolute 
requirement of admission. The most painful duties of the members of 
the Board of Managers and its officers are not only to refuse admission 
to this class of men, but to shut the doors of the Home against all ap- 
plicants when the Home is full to overflowing, as has been the case 
since about the 1st of November. 

Four branches of the Home (all except that at Leavenworth) now 
contain more than double the number of men for which they were ori-

ginally built. The capacities of these branches should uot, in the opin- 
ion of the Board, be further increased, and the limit of size of the 
branches now existing should be considered to have been reached, a 
aiembership of fifteen hundred being, from the experience of the Board, 
as large as any branch should have.. 

The organic law ot* the Home (Revised Statutes, second edition, sec- 
tion 4830) gave the Board of Managers authority to select sites for the 
branches of the Home. This authority has been indirectly taken away 
from the Board by sul)sequent legislation, and it is in the powei of Con- 
gress, and for its wis<lom, to determine whether, and in what States, 
new branches of the Home shall be established. 

It is impossible to tell how long the membership of the Home will 
increase under the present law. It is safe to say, however, that it is 
not probable that the number will begin to diminish for at least ten 
years, and that there will be an increase up to that time at least. There 
are now fully 1,000 men who have applied for admission to the Home, 
who are fully entitled to admission under the law. They cannot be ad- 
mitted, first, because there are no places for them, and, second, because 
there is not money enough appropriated for their supi)ort. There is 
therefore necessity for the establishment of another branch of the Home 
at once. 

In the report of the Board for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1884, 
the establishment of a branch of the Home west of the Kock^' Mount- 
ains was recommended. The necessity for such a branch becomes more 
apparent every day, and the recommendation is respectfully reiterated. 

WESTERN BRANCH. 

In the last report of the Board its action in relation to the establish- 
ment of a branch of the Home west of the Mississippi was given. Con- 
tracts for the necessary buildings were made as soon as the drawings 
and specifications could be prepared. Under these contracts buildings 
for the accommodation of about 1,000 members will be completed, and 
two or more barracks will be temporarily ready for the reception of the 
men during this month, housing about 200 men. All will be completed 
early in the next season. 

The buildings are substantially constructed of brick, with entire 
reference to the comfort and health of the members. , 

They will last without cost for repairs for a generation, and they will 
certainly be fully occupied during that time. 

Any buildings for the Home to be constructed hereafter may be of a 
less substantial character. 

The act making appropriations for pensions for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1882, requires that all pensions to be paid to pensioners who 
are members of the National Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers 
shall be paid to the treasurer or treasurers of said Home, upon secu- 
rity given to the satisfaction of the managers, to be disbursed for the 
benefit of pensioners without deduction for fines or penalties, under 
regulations to be established by the managers of the Home, &c. 

The act has been continued in force from year to year, and the pen- 
sions of the members of the Home have been paid to the Home treas- 
urers accordingly. Under the instructions of the Board of Managers, 
these moneys, like all others under their control, when turLed over to 
the treasurers for disbursement, have been deposited in the nearest 
designated public depository, in obedience to law.

In April last the Exchange National Bank of Norfolk, one of these 
designated public depositbries. in which the funds of the Southern 
Branch of the Home were deposited, failed. A part of the money belong- 
ing to the Home was saved, as being public money secured by a deposit 
of bonds by the defunct bank. 

But the Treasury Department has decided that the pension money 
deposited tht^rein, drawn and held by the treasurer of the Home, in obe- 
dience to the law, deposited in the designated public depository, and 
held for disbursement by this officer, all in obedience to the law, is not 
public money, and must therefore take its chance with the funds of pri- 
vate depositors. 

This money was held by the treasurer for disbursement, hs directed 
by law. No law has been violated by him, or by the Home in relation 
to it, and yet the treasurer or the Home must make good the loss. The 
law is defective therefore in not specifying that the pension money in 
the hands of the treasurers is to be considered public money until it 
has been paid to the pensioners, precisely as it would be were the pen- 
sioner not a member of the Home. . 

The actual amount of loss has not been determined, but as soon as it 
is known the account will be made up, and the Board will ask Congress 
to make good the loss to the Home, such loss being due to no neglect of 
duty on the part of the Board or its officers, but merely to a defect or 
omission in the law of Congress. 

The tables appended to this report, from A to F inclusive, show the 
financial transactions of the Board for the fiscal year. Table G gives 
the average number present and absent during the whole fiscal year. 
Table E shows the estimates tor the fiscal year ending June 30, 1887, as 
submitted by the branches. 

Table F shows the official estimate of the Board for the same fiscal 
year, with the items asked for by the Board in addition to the ordinary 
annual estimates. 

Table H shows the number of members present on June 30 last, and 
the number present on the 10th, 20th, and last day of each month since 
that date. 

Table I shows the total number of members present and present and 
absent at the end of each fiscal year from the organization of the Home, 
in 1867, to June 30, 1885, the total number of deaths, and the annual 
percentage of deaths. 

Table J gives the annual cost of keeping each member of the Home 
from its organization to June 30, 1885. All expenses are included, ex- 
cept those for construction and for purchases of land. 

Table K gives the accounts current of the acting treasurer for the fiscal 
year. The record of the members, showing the changes from July 1, 1884, 
to June 30, 1885, is appended to this report. 

The report of the secretary gives the journal of the proceedings of 
the Board, the reports of the branches, and the statistics of the Home 
in general.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS OF THE NATIONAL HOME 
FOR DISABLED VOLUNTEER SOLDIERS, SEPTEMBER 18, 1884. 

Dayton, Ohio, September 18, 1881. 

The Board met in regular quarterly meeting at the Central Branch, 
near Dayton, Ohio, September 18, at 11, a. m. 

Present: General William B. Franklin, president of the Board: Col. 
L. A. Harris, first vice-president ; General John A. Martin, second vice- 
president ; General Martin T. McMahon, secretary ; General George B. Mc- 
Olellan ; General James S. IS'eglev ; Maj. D. C. Fulton ; General Thomas 
W. Hyde ; General John C. Black. 

Absent: The President of the United States, the Chief Justice, the 
Secretary of War. 

The minutes of the last meeting were submitted and approved. 

The president of the Board read the act approved July 5, 1884, as 
follows • 

[Public— No. 96. j 

AN ACT to authorize the location of a brancli Home for disabled volunteer soldiers and sailors in 
either the State of Arkansas, Colorado, Kansas, Iowa, Minnesota, Missouri, or Nebraska, and for other 
purposes^ 

Be it enacted htf the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of Americain 
Congress assembled, That the Board of Mauagers of the Home for Disabled Volunteer 
Soldiers are hereby authorized and directed to locate a branch of the Home at some 
suitable point in either the State of Arkansas, Colorado, Kansas, Iowa, Minnesota, 
Missouri, or Nebraska. The same shall not be located on a tract of land less than 
three hundred and twenty acres in extent. 
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. Sec. 2. That Haid branch home shall be located and the ground purchased, unless 
the same be donated, by said Board of Managers within three months, or as soon there- 
after as practicable, from the approval of this act : Provided, That said Board of Man- 
agers may select any Government property suitable for sach home, by and with the 
consent of the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 3. That within six months, or as soon, thereafter as practicable, from the ap- 
proval of this act, the said Board of Managers shall commence the erection of a suil- 
able building or buildings on the ground so purchased for the use of said branch home. 
That said building or buildings shall be completed at as early a day as possible. 

Sec. 4. That the sum of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars is hereby appro- 
priated for the purposes hereinbefore mentioned and the improvement of the ^roanda 
of said branch homck 

Sec. 5. That all'honorably discharged soldiers and sailors who served in the war of the 
rebellion, and the volunteer soldiers and sailors of the war eighteen hundred and twelve 
And of the Mexican war, who are disabled by age, disease, or otherwise, and by reasoD 
of such disability are incapable of earning a living, shall be admitted into the Home 
for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers: Provided, Such disability was not incurred in service 
against the United States. 

Sec. 6. That the Board of Managers of the Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers is 
hereby authorized to inquire into the expediency of establishing a branch of the home 
in the State of California for the Pacific coast ; and to that end the said Board is au- 
thorized to receive propositions from the managers of the *' Veteran Home" located in 
Napa County, California, for the transfer of the buildings, grounds, and-^roperty of 
said " Veterans' Home " to the United States, for use as a branch of the National Home 
for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, and to report to Congress in respect to tb© propriety 
and expediency of accepting said " Veterans' Home" for such branch ; but this section 
shall not interfere with the establishing of the home provided for in this act. And 
also that the Board of Managers of the Soldiers' Home be instructed to inquire into 
the expediency of establishing a branch soldiers' home in the State of Michigan, and 
also as to the use of the Fort Dearborn Military Reservation, and the building thereon, 
for that purpose, and to report to Congress thereon at an early day ; but this provis- 
ion shall not interfere with the establishment of the home provided for in this act. 

Approved, July .5, lti84. 

The President announced that large delegations from the States men- 
tioned in the act, and from various towns and cities in said States, were 
present by invitation to be heard before the Board, and after a consid- 
erable discussion, the following resolution was offered by General Mar- 
tin, and adopted. 

Resolved, That a public meeting of the Board be held at half past 9 a. m. on 
Friday, the 19th instant, in Memorial Hall, for the purpose of hearing said delegations, 
and that one-half hour be allowed for the presentation of the claims of each of the 
States in the order in which they are named in the law, and ten minutes to the rep- 
resentatives of each city, town, or place ofiering sites.

Whereupon the following resolution was adopted : 

Besolredf That the Board of Managers of the National Home for Disabled Volunteer 
Soldiers estimate and appropriate out ol the moneys which may be provided by law 
the sum of |369,&01.33, as necessary to meet the current expenses of the five branches 
of the Home for the quarter ending December 31, 1884, and for construction and re- 
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pairs, clothing and bedding, out-door relief, and incidental expenses of the National 
Home ; and that the acting treasurer be, and he is hereby, authorized and empowered 
to take such means as may be necessary to obtain the sum of $369,901.33, the amount 
so appropriated from the Treasury of the United States, and to receipt therefor in the 
name and behalf of the National Home. 

The Board thereupou proceeded to consider the question of the ex- 
pediency of recommending to Congress the establishment of a branch 
of the I^ational Home in California. Communications relating to the 
Subject were read from the Veteran Association of that State, and, after 
discussion, upon motion of General Negley, it was resolved that the 
Board recommend in its annual report to Congress the establishment 
of a branch home in the State of California, and that the offer of the 
Veteran Association of that state of the home now located in the Napa 
Valley be accepted. 

The secretary presented a new bond of the treasurer of the Southerri 
Branch, which, upon motion, was accepted and approved by the Board* 

The president presented the application of the governor of the South- 
ern Branch to be allowed to keep a cow at the expense of the Home, 
which application had been heretofore denied by the president. On 
motion, the decision of the president in denying the application to keep 
a cow or other animal, at the expense of the Home, was sustained by 
the Board. 

The resignation of Dr. A. H. Stephens, as surgeon of the Central 
Branch, was presented by the president of the Board, and, upon motion, 
was accepted. 

Colonel Harris offered the following resolution, which was adopted: 

That the medical staff of the Central Branch shaU consist of a surgeon, and first 
and second assistant surgeons ; that the said first and second assistant surgeons shall 
reside in the hospital, and shall receive salaries respectively as follows : 

First assistant surgeon, $1,200 per annum. 

Second assistant surgeon, $^00 per annum. 

On motion the president of the Board was authorized to appoint a 
surgeon for the Central Branch, to till the vacancy caused by the resig- 
nation of Dr. Stephens, said appointment to continue until an election 
by the Board. 

Colonel Harris, to whom the subject was heretofore referred, reported 
that he had authorized the Rev. G. H. Gellert to be employed at the 
Central Branch at a salary of $300 per annum, for the religious instruc- 
tion and visitation of the sick of the German members of the Home who 
are unacquainted with the English language, under the direction of the 
governor of the Branch. 

Upon motion it was decided tllat when the Board finally adjourn 'it 
would be to meet in Washington on the 17th of December at 11a. m. 

The Board took a recess until the following morning at half p ast 
9 o'clock, and upon reconvening in Memorial Hall, proceeded to hear 
the representatives of the various States named in the act of Congress 
providing for the establishment of an additional branch and of the 
various sites offered in said States. The hearing continued thro ugh- 
out the day. 

The Board reconvened at 8 p, m., in executive session, and proce eded 
to the consideration of general business. 

Upon motion it was resolved that the action taken in regard to the 
recommendation to Congress of an additional branch in the State of 
California be reconsidered. 

Thereupon, on motion, it was resolved that the question of recom- 
mending the establishment of such a branch and the acceptance of t he 
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offer of the VeteraD Association of that State of their property in Napa 
Valley be deferred until the next meeting^. 

The president read a letter from the Secretary of War to the efifect 
that there was no military reservation in Michigan known as Fort 
Dearborn ; and also a report of Inspector-General Brown, who had been 
sent to visit the arsenal known as Dearborn Arsenal. After full dis- 
cussion, it was resolved that the question of recommending to Congress 
the establishment of a branch home in the State of Michigan be de- 
ferred until the next meeting of the Board. 

Upon motion of General Black, the Board proceeded to consider the 
question of the selection of a new site, and it was resolved that of the 
States named in the law three should be visited by the Board and the 
sites therein examined, A ballot being had, the following States were 
selected as containing eligible sites for selection : Kansas, Nebraska, 
and Towa. 

Upon motion of Colonel Harris, the question of improved sewerage 
at the Central Branch was referred to the president of the Board, with 
power. 

After hearing members who desired to presewt themselves in person, 
and a thorough inspection of the buildings, hospital, and grounds, the 
Board took a recess, and proceeded to Milwaukee, Wis., and reconvened 
at the Northwestern Branch, September 22. 

The petition of Jason Kellogg and others for the use of the Home 
Chapel for a course of scientific lectures, under the auspices of the 
Veteran Liberal League, was presented, and, after full discussion, was 
unanimously denied. 

Upon motion of Major Fulton, it was resolved that a hospital matron 
be appointed at the Northwestern Branch, at a salary of $600 per 
annum. 

After the transaction of routine business, and inspection of the Home, 
grounds, hosjutal, &c., and after hearing the complaints and petitions 
of members in person, the Board proceeded to examine the various sites 
presented for selection as suitable places for the establishment of the 
new branch. ' 

General Black offered the following resolution, which was adopted: 

That tho Board will examine the following points in Towa : Burlington, Des Moines, 
Atlantic City, and Council Bluffs, the applications of all other points in that State 
heing denied on climatic and geographical considerations. 

The Board thereupon proceeded to Burlington, Iowa, and after ex- 
amining the sites presented by the citizens at that place, proceeded in 
a special train, furnished them through the courtesy of Mr. C. E. Perkins, 
president of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Railroad, to visit and 
examine the following points : Des Moines, Atlantic City, Council Bluffs, 
Iowa; Omaha, Plattsmouth, Lincoln, and Beatrice, in Nebraska; Atchi- 
son and Leavenworth, in Kansas. 

The Board was accompanied on its visit to the places named by many 
citizens and public officials. After full examination of the various sites 
offered, the Board reconvened and proceeded, upon motion of Colonel 
Harris, to select a site from among the points visited. 

Major Fulton moved that an informal ballot be taken, each member 
writing thereon the name of the city or town which he prefers. A bal- 
lot was thereupon had, which resulted as follows :

selected by the Board of Managers, within the above-mentioned limits; and shall, in 
addition thereto, deposit in some bank in Leavenworth, to be mutually agreed upon 
by the president of this Board and the mayor of the city of Leavenworth, the said 
sum of $50,000, subject to the check of said president of said Board for embellishing 
said 640 acres. 

Resolved, That upon the performance by said city of the foregoing conditions the 
said president of tliis Board shall at once cause possession to be taken of said 640 
acres, and shall proceed at once, in pursuance of law and the orders of this Board, to 
secure the erection of pro]»er buildings at said branch home on said land. 

Upon motion of Colonel Harris, it was resolved that the new branch 
should be known as the *' Western Branch of the National Home for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers."

The president submitted draft of the annual report of the Board to 
Congress, which was read and adopted.

For current expenses of the Government Hospital for the Insane : For support, 
clothing, and treatment in the Government Hospital for the Insane of the insane of 
the Army and Navy, Marine Corps, and Revenue-Cutter Service, and those committed 
from the National Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, and persons charged with 
or convicted of crimes against the United States, and of all persons who have become 
insane since their entry into the military or naval service of the United States, and 
who are indigent, $208,300 ; and not exceeding $1,000 of this sum may be expended in 
defraying ^he expenses of the removal of patients to their friends. 
Approved, July 7, 1884. 

General Black submitted report on the application for admission of 
E. A. Musser, heretofore referred to him, which, after discussion, was 
recommitted to General Black. 

General Negley oifered the following resolution, containing the rec- 
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onimeudations or expressions of opinion called for by the act of Congress 
approved July 5, 1884, whicb was unanimously adopted : 

Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Board, it is expedient, and a high duty of the 
United States, to establish a branch home for disabled volunteer soldiers and sailors, 
eligible under the various statutes of the United States, in the State of California, for 
the Pacitic coast. 

BesoUtdf That, in the opinion of the Board, it is not expedient to determine the lo- 
cation of the site, without full examination and investigation beforehand, and that, 
therefore, the Board does not consider that there is propriety and expediency in ac- 
cepting the Veterans' Home in Napa Valley, or any other location for such branch, 
without examination as aforesaid. 

General Martin offered the following resolution, concerning the rec- 
ommendation or opinion of the Board, also called for by the same act, 
which was adopted : 

Resolvedy That it is inexpedient to establish a branch soldiers' home in the Stata 
of Michigan, because of the proximity of that State to the branches already estab- 
lished at Milwaukee and Dayton. 

The secretary presented the application of the mayor and other citi- 
zens of Leavenworth for an extension of time in which to pay or deposit 
the $50,000 required under the resolution of the Board (printed min- 
utes, p. 17, vol. II), in order to obtain necessary legislative authority to 
enable the city to raise that amount by taxation, bonds, or otherwise. 

After considerable discussion, the following resolution was offered by 
General Negley, and adopted: 

Besolvedy That in the matter of enforcing a guarantee of the prompt payment of the 
sum of SoO,000, promised to be donated by the citizens of Leavenworth, the president 
of the Board may assent to the extension of time requested, after satisfying himself 
as to the assurance of payment, whether given under a pledge of personal honor or 
otherwise. 

General Negley offered the following resolution, which was adopted : 

Besolredy That the president of the Board be authorized to direct the construction 
of the buildings and other improvements of the Home, at Leavenworth, Kans., and 
also, from time to time, to select such officers, superintendents, and architects, as may 
be required, all such selections or appointments to be submitted to the Board for ap- 
proval. 

The following committee was appointed to audit the accounts of the 
acting treasurer for the quarter ending September 30, 1884: 

Colonel Harris, General Martin, General Negley. 

On motion of Colonel Harris, it was resolved, that Dr. B. W. Greene 
be employed, until further orders, as oculist, at Central Branch, at a 
rate of compensation not to exceed $1,000 per annum. 

The president of the Board announced the appointment of a medical 
staff at the Central Branch, as follows: Dr. F. H. Patton, surgeon; Dr. 
A. 8. DunUp, first assistant; Dr. A. H. Gable, second assistant. 

Which appointments were, on motion, approved by the Board. 

Colonel Harris submitted report of the auditing committee of the 
Northwestern Branch, as follows: 

I herewith report that on the 29th of September, 1884, I examined the accounts of 
General T. C. Moore, treasurer of the Northwestern Branch of the National Home for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, for the quarters ending respectively March 3U 1883, June 
30, 1883, September 30, 1883, December 31, 1883, March 31, 1884, and June 30, 1884, and 
found the same correct and supported by proper vouchers, and that the cash balance 
carried forward to the succeeding quarter on June 30, 1884, was $397.37. 

I also examined the store accounts of said branch from the 1st day of January, 1883, 
to the 30th of June, 1884, and found them correct and supported by proper vouchers. 
Cash balance, $3,679.49. 

As an account of stock had not been taken I cannot report the value of stock on 
hand.

Be it evaded hy the legislature of the State of Kansas, That exclusive jurisdiction be, 
and is liercby, ceded to the United States over and within all the territory owned by 
the United States, and included within the limits of the "Western Branch Soldier's 
Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiern," in the county of Leavenworth, this State, the 
metes and bounds of which are particularly set forth in a deed of conveyance from Shaw 
F. Neeley to the Board of Managers of the National Home for Disabled Volunteer Sol- 
diers, and recorded in the books of the register of deeds in and for the said county of 
Leavenworth : Provided, however, That nothing in this act shall be construed, or held 
as a concession of the right of the State to serve civil and criminal process within said 
territory, in suits or prosecutions for or on account of rights acquired, obligations in- 
curred, or crimes committed in said Sfate outride said cession and Soldiers' Home, and 
the rij^ht to levy and collect taxes on railroad, bridge, or other corporations, their 
franchises and property, on said Soldiers' Home ; and the right to levy and collect 
taxes on the personal property of any person, company, or corporation who may be 
permitted or allowed to engage in or pursue any business, trade, or calling upon such 
cession or Soldiers' Home, for private gain, all of which said rights embraced in this 
provision being saved to the State. 

Sec. 2. This act shall be in force and take efiect from and after its publication in 
the official State paper.

Whereas the pnrchase of the land dwnatedby the city and citizens of Leavenworth, 
Kans., as a site for the Western Branch of the Home has entailed upon said city and 
citizens of Leavenworth an expense of over $69,000 ; and 

Whereas the payment of the further sum of $50,000, promised by said city and citizens 
for the adornment of the Home grounds, if exacted in bulk, could only be secured by 
the issue of bonds, thus imposing upon the city a heavy debt as well as a large annual 
expense ; and 

Whereas the sum of $50,000 could not be judiciously expended in one year for the 
purpose indicated ; therefore, 

Besolred , That if the citizens or the city of Leavenworth shall execute a contract or 
obligation to donate for the adornment of the Home grounds the sum of $5,000 per 
year for the period of ten years, such contract or obligation and the fulfillment of its 
terms will be accepted by the Board of Managers as a full discharge of all obligations 
or promises made and not yet inltilled by said city or citizens of Leavenworth, and 
will he fully satisfactory to the Board. 

Jt'cHolred, That the $5,0i)0 to be paid annually, under the terms of this resolution, shall 
be pa ill at such time each year as the president of the Board shall direct. 

After discussion and full consideration, the resolution, as proposed, 
was adopted. 

The president presented a proposition of the Leavenworth City and 
Fort Leavenworth Water Company, in relation to the water supply at 
the Western Branch, which, after careful consideration, was accepted, 
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and on motion the president was authorized to enter into the necessary 
contracts in accordance with the terms proposed, as follows :

Dear Sir : This company, after considering the letter of General Franklin to you, 
of the 2l8t ultimo, will modify their form of proposition as follows: 

We will lay sufficient main to the north boundary of your land, at our own ex- 
pense, everything to be ready for the delivery of water by the expiration of a reason- 
able time, say June 1 next, and will furnish water from the Pilot Knob Reservoir 
to the branch Home here for tire protection, hydraulic elevators, drinking, cooking, 
building, bathing, steam and heating purposes, sufficient for its wants whatever they 
may be, and will furnish water for ponds, &c., asyou may require it, by direct pump- 
ing from the river or irom our lowest reservoir, for the sum of $250 per month for 
the first year, |300 per month for the second year, $400 per month for the third year, 
and $500 per month for the fourth and fifth years. Payments to be made at the end 
of each quarter, and to commence from July 1, 1885. No greater sum than $500 per 
month will be demanded or required by the water company for the supply of the 
Home under tl e above conditions unless the number of members residiug at the 
branch shall exceed 3,000, when such additional monthly sum shall be paid as will 
make the rate per number the same as when $500 monthly is paid for 3,000 members. 
The number of members present at the Home on June 30, of each year, to be the 
basis of the monthly payments for the next year. 

Whatever conditions may be required as to payments, being conditioned upon ap- 
propriations, and cancellation of contract on twelve months' notice, will be accepted 
by this company. 

Should the supply of water be interrupted, except by unavoidable accident or by 
temporary stoppage for necessary repairs, the company is to pay the Home whatever 
damage it may suffer in consequence of such interruption, such damage to be 4eter- 
mined by arbitration.

ANNUAL REPORT OF CENTRAL BRANCH, NATIONAL HOME FOR DISABLED 
VOLUNTEER SOLDIERS, FOR THE YEAR ENDING JUNE 30, 1885. 

Central Branch, 
National Home Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, 

June 30, 1885. 

General: I have the honor to submit the following report of this 
branch for the year ending June 30, 1885: 

By reference to page 19 it wiU be seen that the average number pres- 
ent during the year ending June 30, 18«S5, is greater by 333 than for the 
year ending June 30, 1884, and that there has been added to the list of 
pensioners 106, with an increase of over $32,000 pension money pass- 
ing through the hands of the treasurer. As many of these persons are 
in receipt of quite large sums of money quarterly, the question arises, 
Is it just to admit such men to the benefit of the Home, while others 
equally deserving, and oftentimes more disabled, having no pension, 
are rejected because there is no room for them in the Home? 

The average cost of ration last year was 21.25 as against 21.16 this 
year, a reduction of 9 mills. Pages 8 to 15, inclusive, give a fair exhibit 
of work done in the various shops, with a profit and loss in each, respect- 
ively. 

To heat, light, and supply with water so large an institution requires 
not only a heavy outlay of money, but constant watchfulness in the in- 
terest of safety and economy. For the last two years neither safety nor 
economy could Reinsured with theold plant of the central boiler house, 
but we hope to insure both in the new building, which will now be com- 
pleted with all possible dispatch. 

Page 38 is interesting as exhibiting the large amout of mail matter 
passing through the post-office at this branch. A new post-office is 
greatly needed, as the present office does not^aftbrd one-half the need- 
ful room, nor are its facilities for doing its business at all commensurate 
with the amount of work to be done. 

Under, the head of permanent improvements, page 40, will be seen the 
expenditures for new buildings and alterations in the old ones, at 
a cost of $23,029. It may be added that contracts have already been 
made for the erection of the new central boiler house and the fitting 
up of the old boiler house in rear of hospital for barrack, the work to be 
commenced the moment onr appropriation for 1885 and 1886 becomes 
available. There was much work laid out and to have been executed 
during the year just closed, but the increased number of members made 
it necessary to use the mouey, which had been intended for these works, 
in caring for the men, so that our road-making, reservoir for water, &c., 
have been necessarily postponed. 
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Page 38 records the very large amount of work done in the laundry, 
-which, under the present arrangement, is performed in the most satis- 
factory manner. 

On page 33 we have the report of number and character of entertain- 
ments given in Memorial Hall. 

Pages 34 to 37 are covered by the statistics of the hospital and medi- 
cal department. There has been a n^uch more satisfactory administra- 
tion of the medical department during the last few months than at any 
previous time within my knowledge. The employment of an oculist 
and aurist, Dr. Greene, has shown an extraordinary number of cases of 
eye and ear diseases, many of which have been very successfully treated, 
and a large number of our partially blind men have been greatly re- 
lieved. 

Surgeon Patton calls attention to many defects in the hospital, and 
makes suggestions as to future arrangements, which need not be pre- 
sented in this report, but will hereafter be presented to the Board of 
Managers for its action. 

I have already referred to the increased number of members in the 
Home, a number which has taxed the capabilities of this branch to its 
utmost to house and cover them, large numbers being compelled to sleep 
on the floors the greater part of the year. In f^t there has not been 
a vacant bed in any of the barracks since June 14. At this time we 
have more men than is usual even in the winter months, when we are 
the most crowded. 

Although we have for months notified applicants from a distance that 
we could not receive them for want of room, numbers are applying per- 
sonally for admission. Many of these men are but slightly disabled, and 
might support themselves by their own efforts outside the Home. 

Some of these men are unwilling to do anything for their own sup- 
port; others say they are willing to work, but business has been dull 
and they cannot obtain employment. As both of these classes are gen- 
erally without means to get away from here, it becomes a serious ques- 
tion what shall be done with them. 

If, after a critical examination by the medical officers here, the appli- 
cation for admission is rejected, they go into the city and cast themselves 
upon the municipal or county authorities for relief, a burden which the 
tax-payers very naturally are unwilling to assume. 

It may further be said of many of these two classes of men that they 
are mere tramps without homes, and have been for years wanderers 
without anywhere obtaining a residence. 

In my report of last year an allusion was made in the (dosing para- 
graph to the forthcoming investigation to be made by a subcommittee 
of the Military Committee of the House. 

That committee met here on the 1st of August and remained in ses- 
sion until the 13th of August. The testimony taken betbre that com- 
mittee has been published as a Congressional document. Forty-eighth 
Congress, second session, re[>ort 2676, which those who are interested 
are invited to peruse. 

I cannot close this report without expressing my great obligation to 
the staff of this Home for their tireless devotion to the best interests of 
the institution, sparing neither time nor labor in the performance of in- 
creased duties laid upon them during my illness. To Colonel Thomas, 
especially, acting as governor during mj^ enforced absence from head- 
quarters, the institution (as well as myself) is indebted for the perfect 
order, discipline, and harmony prevailing within the Home, establish- 
ing the fact beyond all cavil that the government of this branch is not 
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personal, but based upon a system of rules and regulations adapted to 
the conditions, wants, and circumstances of the members, and which 
only require to be faithfully carried out in order to insure the comfort, 
quietness, and contentment of all who are quartered within the limits 
of this Home.

RELIGION AND SOCIETIES. 

The long-continued illness of Chaplain Earnshaw, who is also the librarian, prevents 
him from making his usual report, but it is within the knowledge of the governor 
that the Sunday services have been regularly kept up, as also the weekly service, 
clergymen from the outside supplying Chaplain Earnshaw's pulpit when he has been 
unable to officiate. 

Rev. Dr. Kemper has been in the regular and constant discharge of his duties as 
Catholic chaplain at this branch during the year. 

The Rev. Mr. Gellert, of the German baptist Church, has, by a special arrangement, 
held services monthly until July 1, 1884, since which time he has held services 
every second Sunday, preaching in the German language. 

SANITARY REGULATIONS. 

During the past year we have been constantly anxious about our water supply. 
The small lakes or reservoirs in which the waters are held for our supply are fed by 
springs, none of them having a large out-flow, being evidently supplied themselves 
by the usual rainfalls. 

Up to the last of May, 1884, the large lake has never been for any long period so 
low as not to flow over the dam east of the ice-houses, but since that time there has 
been a gradual decrease in its elevation at the dam, going as much as 11 feet below 
the proper water-mark, leaving a large ]>ortion of the bed of the lake bare, to grow 
up with water-grass, weeds, and various vegetation. The restrictions which it has 
been necessary to place upon the use of water in the Home are not only destructive 
of cleanliness in quarters, but shuts up the bath-house and greatly interferes with 
sanitary regulations. Correspondence has been invited with well-diggers in the oil 
regions of Pennsylvania as to the feasibility of sinking an artesian well, notwith- 
standing the fact that our State geologists place any water-bearing strata at a depth 
of 1,800 or 2,000 feet. I need not speak of the vast importance of a liberal water sup- 
ply for this branch. 

At present the average quantity of water used every 24 hours is estimated at 283,000 
galldns, while the quantity used whfin bath-house, sprinklers, &c., are in full opera- 
tion has reached, say, 400,000 gallons.

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SANITARY REGULATIONS. 

General Order No. 19, dated May 9, 1875, reciuires each member to bathe not less fre- 
quently than once a week, which has been carried out during the year with results 
beneficial to their health, comfort, and cleanliness. 

RELIGION AND SOCIETIES. 

The Protestant Episcopal chaplain, Rev. C. L. Mallory, reports as follows: 

I have conducted as usual the regular Sunday services in the Home chapel, which 
have been well attended. I have celebrated the Holy Communion 14 times in public 
and once in private. I have baptized 8 children and 5 adults, prepared 23 persons for 
confirmation, and officiated at 43 burials. I have ministered to" the inmates of the 
hospital as occasion required. 

In December last I organized a Church Temperance Society, which has held regular 
meetings up to the present time. It has a membership of about 90 men, and I think 
has been the means of doing some good. 

The Sunday-school, in which I teach a class, numbers 46 pupils, most of whom be- 
long to families on the grounds of the Home, and has 7 teachers. 

Offerings amounting to $92.92 have been made by the congregation for religious 
and charitable objects. 

Report of the Roman Catholic chaplain, Rev. F. J. Vallazza, S. J. : 

My esteemed predecessor, Rev. P. J. DeMeester, S. J., having kindly furnished me 
with notes of his services from June 30, 1884, up to March 1, 1885, I have the honor 
to submit the following joint report of the Catholic services held at the Home during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1885 : 

Catholic religious services were held regularly every Saturday evening and Sun- 
day morning, as also on holy days of obligation. These services were attended by 
about 300 to 400 members. Besides these services the greater part of every Satur- 
day afternoon was spent by my predecessor, and afterwards by me, in visiting the 
sick in the hospital, offering them spiritual advice and consolation, and in administer- 
ing the sacrament of penance, both in the hospital and in the Home. 

These labors of my predecessor and mine have been productive of gratifying re- 
iults. The number of those who approach the sacraments, far from diminishing, ha& 
increased, the average of weekly communions being 63 and ranging at stated times 
as high as 80 and 90. The total number of confessions heard during the year was 
3,800. 

My predecessor or I have been called upon to perform the funeral services over 30 
members, nearly all of whom, excepting cases of sudden death, had been previous to 
their death strengthened with the sacraments of the Church in their passage to eternity. 

Besides these regular services I have visited the Home and the hospital once or twice 
nearly every week, and judging from what I have seen and heard, I deem it my 
pleasing duty to state that the freedom and opportunity afforded members of com- 
plying with wishes and requirements of their Church and of satisfying their own in- 
dividual desire of serving God to the best of their power, contribute in a great meas- 
ure to elevate their moral condition and to render their stay in the Home pleasant and 
comfortable. Under the pressure of old age and many infirmities, spiritual comfort 
is, no doubt, for the greater part of the members an urgent need. This need is happily 
satisfied. 

My sincere thanks are due to the governor and to the oihcers iu charge of the Home 
and the hospital for the kindness and interest shown me in the performance of the 
duties intrusted to my charge.

BARRACKS. 

At the present time (August 30) there are fifty-three men who are 
compelled to sleep on the floors occupying spaces too small to admit 
a bedstead. When the fact is taken into consideration that not less 
than one hundred and fifty members who are absent on furlough will 
return before the expiration of the next sixty days, the necessity for 
more barrack accommodation becoipes very apparent. The new bar- 
rack authorized by the Board of Managers at their last meeting (which 
is now in process of construction) will, when crowded, accommodate 
about one hundred men, but new applications for membership are being 
received every day, and it is obvious that either still further barrack ac- 
commodations must be provided or that all new applications must be 
denied. 

SANITARY. 

During the past year I have expended quite liberally from the appro- 
priations for construction in the improvement of the sewers and drains, 
have widened and made deeper the brook into which our sewerage 
flows, and the result is shown in the low rate of mortality, which is quite 
surprising, in view of the fact that the ratio of t.he new members who 
enter the Home quite sick and enfeebled is constantly increasing. Not- 
withstanding the increase in membership during the year, there was a 
lesser number of deaths than during the year ending June 30, 1884. 

HOSPITAL. 

The necessity for an enlargement of the hospital is very apparent, 
every bed being now occupied, while many men are compelled to remain 
in their wards who need hospital care, food, and conveniences. During 
the past year quite a number of men have been admitted to the Home 
who require immediate treatment in the Hospital, and this class, under 
the operation of the new law regulating admission, is constantly increas- 
ing. 

LIBRARY. 

Number of books in library 6,113, an Increase of 166 since last repart, 
mostly works of fiction, which are very largely read by the men, who 
evidently seek amusement, rather than knowledge, 

AMUSEMENT. 

In addition to the regular recreation that is derived from the use of the 
billiard room and bowling alleys, from games of checkers, cards, chess, 
&c., and the daily band concerts, theatrical entertainments, operas, con- 
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certs, and lectures have been provided to the extent of our means to pay 
for the same^ the aim being to furnish what would interest jand please. 
A new shooting-gallery is now in the process of erection as an addi- 
tional means of amusing the men. 

In conclusion, I would say that the officers of the Home have en- 
deavored to make the members as comfortable and happy as the cir- 
cumstances would allow, and trust our management has the approval 
of the Board of Managers.

SANITARY REGULATIONS. 

The members of the Home are required to bathe once in each week, unless for spe- 
cial reasons they are excused by the surgeon. 

Bath tubs in separate rooms are furnished, with a sufficient supply of hot and cold 
water, and the same are kept scrupulously clean and neat. 

Bath tickets are furnished by the company sergeants to each man, who is required 
to deposit the same with the attendant at the bath-house before taking his bath. 
These tickets are returned to the sergeants for examination, and the neglect on the 
part of any member to comply with the rules requiring bathing is noted, and the 
party compelled to bathe in accordance with orders. Since the new bathing rooms 
were finished but little trouble is experienced in this respect, the men apparently 
considering the bath a necessity and a luxury. As far as can be ascertained the sani- 
tary effect is excellent. 

RELIGION AND SOCIETIES. 

Having been appointed chaplain on the 1st of April, it is impossible for me to make 
any adequate or detailed annual report. Services are held every Sunday afternoon, 
with an occasional celebration of the Holy Eucharist on Sunday mornings. The at- 
tendance is good, and the services interesting and inspiring. 

The advantages of a regular chaplain are evident, and it is earnestly hoped and 
ex])octed that the next annual report will give evidence of satisfactory results. 

My report of Catholic services at Togus during the past year is as follows : Mass on 
the second and fourth Sundays of the month, and on all days known as holy days 
of obligation during the year; confessions heard on the preceding day ; attendance at 
mass, the seating capacity of the hall. The most onerous duty of the priest is in con- 
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nection with the hospital department. In the discharge of my duty I am deeply 
grateful for the uniform kindness shown by the officM-s of the Home. 

There is a matter of much interest to which I most respectfully call the attention 
of the Board of Managers. It is to the ever-increasing necessity for some place to 
be set apart specially for religious services. I have long wished to sabmit this mat- 
ter to the honorable Board, but shrank from doing so lest I should be considered 
importunate. While the amusement hall is very readily converted into a temporary 
chapel on Sundays, it does not and cannot take the place of a building set aside 
for private devotion. The number of men who long for some quiet place to which 
they may retire from the gaze of their comrades and prepare for the future is daily 
increasing. That they deplore the want of such a place was evidenced by their dia- 
■appointment when necessity compelled Genera Stephenson, jr., governor, to turn into 
temporary quarters the room which they had been accustomed to use ; moreover, ex- 
perience has proved to me that very many men have been reclaimed to a sense of 
their duty since their admission to the Home, who, had they not come under institu- 
tional regime, would hardly think of practicing their religion. Many of them, besides, 
have, from long disuse, forgotten th^ rudiments of their religion. These men need to 
be reached ; this can be done far better in a chapel and with less show and less fear 
of wounding their sense of pride than in the publicity of the amusement hall ; and then 
it would not interfere with the many possible uses to which the hall may have to be 
iippropriated on those days.

It will be seen that our numbers are steadily increasing, so much so 
that it is mere guess-work to estimate or predicate for the future. I have 
to receive all comers sent by proper authority, and do the best possible, 
but how difficult the task is will be seen by the following figures : » 

Number estimated for for year ending June 30, 1885 1, 150 

Number estimated for for year ending June 30, 1886 1, 550 

Subsistence for 1,150, year end'ug June 30, 1885, was estimated to cost 
$90,502 ; the average present wa.s 258 more in number than anticipated, 
and at same time our estimate was cut down to $80,520. Subsistence 
for l,550,*year ending June 30, 188G, was estimated to cost $130,629.56, 
but that amount has been cut down to $96,360. 

Subsistence is estimated at the lowest possible cost for any number 
named, and indeed it is about the only head of expenditure that a cor- 
rect sum can be adequately mentioned as required. 

Our numbers now are over 80 more than the 1,550 estimated for, 
although not three months of the year have passed, and the cry is still 
they come. 

I desire to call special attention to the reports of the chaplains under 
heading '' Religion and Societies," where it will be seen that they unan- 
imously urge the erection of a chapel. I have myself seen for several 
years the call for and advantage of having such a building, and have 
urged the matter more than once, but hitherto without success. I hope, 
however, to see our need in this respect properly appreciated, and that 
we shall have a chapel building erected before long. The treasurer, 
secretary, and commissary subsistence reports the subsistence depart- 
ment for the storage of supplies and the preparation of food have been 
taxed to the utmost point, and a properly constructed commissary build- 
ing, an addition to the kitchen, with a large range and additional appli- 
ances for cooking by steam, will be absolutely necessary to provide for 
any further increase in numbers.- 

The want of a proper storehouse for the reception and issue of the 
H. Mis. 38 6 
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very great variety of tools and material required by the departments 
and shops occupied in doings the meciianical work necessary for tlie 
branch, compels the daily and almost hourly purchase of this cilass of 
property in very small quantities, and consequently at a disadvauta/re. 
This explains the very small figures representing stock in hand in the 
shops at the beginning and at the end of the fiscal year. 

The failure of the Exchange National Bank of Norfolk, Va., a United 
States designated depository, the institution in which was deposited 
the various funds for which the treasurer is responsible, and the decis- 
ion of the Treasury Department which denied the pension fund of this 
branch a phice among the Government balances in said bank, threat- 
ened a serious loss to many of the i)ensioners who are members of the 
Home, but all loss by the membersof the branch on account of said fail- 
ure has been averted by the timely assistance and instruction of the 
president of the Board of Managers. 

The surgeon says it is very gratifying to be able to state that, not- 
withstanding the crowded condition of the Home and hosi)ital, there 
has been no prevailing acute disease, and that nearly all the deaths 
have been caused by disease or injury incurred before admission or from 
old age. 

But one case of typhoid fever has been treated, and that was cod- 
tracted before admis>ion, and but one death has occurred from pneumo- 
nia, indicating a sanitary condition not excelled by any community of 
equal numbers. The new hosj)ital, now building, will enable a better 
classification of the cases to be made, and will afford more si)ace and cou- 
veniences to be given to those very ill.

SANITARY REGULATIONS. 

The utmost cleanliness is enjoined and enforced, both in regard to quarters and per- 
son. The grounds are thoroughly policed every morning, weather permitting. 

All are required to bathe weekly, and there is little trouble about it, as every one 
may be said to desire a bath. It is a thing of very rare occurrence it being necessary 
to compel a member to bathe. 

In summer time the bathing is almost altogether in the salt water, in the bathing 
house on the shore and a great many take advantage of every tide, ruuniug in suit- 
able hours. The sick, under the surgeon's care, are of course subject to his orders in 
the matter. 
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RELIGION AND SOCIETIES. 

Religious services are held every Sunday by clergynieu of five different denoiuina- 
iou8, viz. Catholic, Episcopalian, Presbyterian, Methodist, and Baptist. Catholic 
srvices every Sunday and on holidays; Protestant services every Sunday, by the 
'rotestant clergymen alternately ; all minister to the sick in hospital and officiate 
t funerals. 

REPORTS. 

Boman Catholic, — The Catholic congregation is in a flourishing condition, the attend- 
uce being large and constantly increasing. The attendance,, devotion, and attention 
f the members go to show that they appreciate the conveniences afforded them for 
iviiie worship. There is only one thing needed to make the congregation complete, 
iz, a chapel. Many make this an excuse for non-attendance, and from the number 
f members who have approached me on the subject, it is evident that the cougre- 
;ation has this question at heart. I cannot too strongly recommend the erection of 
, chapel. 

Episcopalian. — I think that the attendance upon religious service is increasing. I 
are say the congregation will average from 15U to '200 persons. I have often remarked 
ne seldom sees a more attentive congregation than the one at the Home. They come, 
believe, from real interest, and it is a pleasure to officiate for them. We need a 
hapel, as such, and I respect fully submit that the religious services can never be con- 
Luc ted as they should without one. The theater now used, while a beautiful hall, 
8 not specially conducive to devotional spirit — men sorely disabled cannot get up 
he stairways. While visiting the hospital, I find the men glad to receive the 
ainistrations of the church and the comforting assurances of the gospel. 

Methodist.— I am now closing up my third yearns service. It affords me great pleas- 
ire to say, that during these years I have been treated most kindly by the officers and 
aen. Here I have met with many whom I believe to be good Christians. I have 
3eeu with a goodly number in their last hours, and have been fully persuaded and 
issnred that they were fully trusting in the Lord Jesus Christ. This is inmyjudg- 
neut a very important field for Christian labor. Our congregations at preaching serv- 
ce have been good, and I think I have never preached to hearers more attentive. 

Pieshyterian. — My chaplaincy of the Home has not ext«*nded quite over the whole 
>eriod covered in the report. My labors commeuced October 1, 18d4. The attendance 
las ranged from 100 to 150. The attention during the services has been marked. I 
lave scarcely ever served more attentive audiences. The sick and the dying have 
ihowed most grateful appreciation of the consolations of the Gospel. 

The room used for the services is totally unfit for several reasons. It is a theater, 
md it is hard to feel holy or make any one else feel holy in a theater. It is a hard 
'com to speak in. It is almost impossi-ble to read even course print, let alone manu- 
jcript notes. I know from a personal conversation with the late manager of the 
Bome, General McClellan, a few months before his death, that it was his purpose to 
lave urged this matter of a chapel during the coming winter. 

There are three society organizations in the Home, viz : Post 3, Grand Army of the 
Republic, 170 members; Post 16, Grand Army of the Republic, 73 members; German- 
American Veteran Association, 24 members.
